said laws repealing the 


profits tax, easing the capital gains 
tax, and freeing stock and bond 
markets and commodity exchanges 
from rigid control "would result 
in 
a restoration 
of 
confidence 


which would revive business ac- 
tivities. 


Basis of Report 


This, he added, "would do more 


to solve the 
unemployment and 


relief 
situation than possible by 


further artificial means regardless 
of what form they would take." 


The data now being summarized 


by committee experts will form 
the basis of a report covering the 
extent of current unemployment, 
the outlook for the first six months 
of this year, and the fitness of 
existing agencies for coping with 
the situation. 


Committee members said con- 


gress would have the report as a 
guide in drawing up relief plans 
for the year beginning next July

For the underlying question 
which will be debated in congress 
and in the newspapers and on pub- 
lic platforms is one of which it may 
genuinely be said that there is pro- 
found truth on both sides. So .when 
a man makes his choice, he is stak- 
ing perhaps his own life, perhaps 
the lives of 
multitudes-, 
on 
his 


judgment of an issue about which 
complete certainty is impossible. 
Differences Arise 
From Honest Beliefs * 


In a discussion of this high char- 


acter the only useful thing to do is 
to consider the strongest case for 
each side, ignoring the petty ar- 
guments and accusations which are 
the small change of popular de- 
bate. Thus nothing is to be learned 
by charging that the president has 
been seduced 
by the munitions 


makers, the' international bankers, 
the militarists and the concession 
hunters. He has not been. Nothing 
is to be learned by charging that 
the opposition consists of cowards 
who wish to haul down the flag 
and take to a policy of scuttle and 
run. They are not cowards, and 
so far as the moral virtues are con- 
cerned a pacifist and a conscien- 
tious objector may well be a man 
of exceptional moral courage and 
of indisputable patriotism. 


The two sides in this debate may 


reasonably be credited with equal 
courage and equal patriotism. Their 
differences are vital. Yet they arise 
from equally honest but differing 
estimates of the dangers which the 
nation has to face. 
Orderly International 
Relations at Stake 


The essential issue can be studied 


concretely by considering the facts 


heavy armaments will lead to in- 
terventions in foreign quarrels and 
to useless wars. 


Behind these two points .cf view 


there will lie a different concep- 
tion of the world. Those who think 
with the President and Mr. Hull 
believe that if respect for lawful 
processes is not upheld in the outer 
world, the anarchy will inevitably 
invade us at home and engulf the 
whole world. The opposition be- 
lieves that the United States can 
remain an island of Jaw and order 
and liberty no matter what hap- 
pens elsewhere, and that the pru- 
dent policy is to withdraw from 
all the theaters of trouble and stanc 
firm on our own boundaries. 
Gap Between the Two 
Sides Is not Great 


Such a statement of the Issue Is 


somewhat misleading. 
however 


for it implies a greater practical 
difference between the two sides 
than in fact exists. We may b'e cer- 
tain, for example, that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Hull have no 
idea of carrying their principle: 
to the point where they would in- 
tervene by armed force in Europe 
and Asia to uphold the abstract 
processes of law and order. Mr. 
Hull says most distinctly that he 
means to apply his principles with 
"calm reason." that is, to protect 
American interests without blus- 
ter, excitement or ultimata, and by 
making many allowances. 


We may be equally certain that 


the opposition does not really mean 
to abandon any and every Ameri- 
can interest in the outer world, 
saying to all foreign governments 
that they may with impunity in-

any injury they like upon 


Americans. They do not mean that. 
They 
cannot 
mean that. For if 


enough injury were done to Amer- 
icans abroad, the opposition today 
would surely resent it 
Question Is How to 
Prevent Gross Injuries 


The crucial question, it seems to 


me. is how best to prevent such 
gross injuries to Americans abroad 
that an overwhelming majority of 
the people would insist upon tak- 
ing action. The President's view is 
no doubt that the United States 
must be sufficiently respected and 
feared 
abroad 
to discourage the 


perpetrating of such 
gross 
out- 


rages as the sinking of the Panay. 
His view must be that if we at- 
tempted to withdraw all Ameri- 
cans from every place where there 
was trouble, if we abandoned ev- 
ery interest and every right the 
moment there was 
danger, we 


should not make ourselves one bit 
more secure. On the contrary, we 
should be putting a premium on 
the committing of outrages which.

But it would seem 
to be the less dangerous and the 
more prudent of the two policies 
in that it attempts to exercise re- 
straint 
on aggression before too 


great injuries have been commit- 
ted, before national pride is too 
deeply 
engaged, before popular 


passion runs high. It is a preven- 
tive policy, and while no one can 
guarantee that it will prevent war. 
it would seem to offer the better 
chance.

MEXICO FLIRTS WITH BERLIN 
Was it mere coincidence that Berlin 


made the proud announcement of an ex- 
tension of the German automobile trade, 
particularly in the four-cylinder cars, and 
the Mexican president issued a decree 
highly antagonistic to American manufac- 
turing and favoring through hostile tariff 
walls the four-cylinder car and German 
imports in general over American? 


The new decree from Mexico is a hay- 


maker among import barriers. Its fav- 
oritism of Germany is as pronounced as 
if it were written on Unter den Linden. 
It increases tariff on various American 
products from 100 to 500 per cent. 
It 


might as well prohibit their entry en- 
tirely by name. 


Germany seems to be making great 


headway with our brotherly democracies 
to the south, both in Mexico and Brazil. 


What has become of our Neighborly 


Policy? Wasn't everything to be sweet- 
ness and light after we kissed all the 
Latin-American countries ^on both cheeks 
while they picked our pockets? 


There are men who when in their cups 


become weepy and sloppily affectionate. 
They want to put their arms around ev- 
erything, even hat racks. Comparing our 
Neighborly Policy to the antics of these 
gentlemen is not as extreme a comparison 
as may appear at first blush. Our foreign 
policy, whether in this hemisphere or else- 
where, should be based, of course, upon 
mutual good will, but upon sound sense, 
fair bargaining and honest treatment as 
well. 


To date it has brought us gouges and 


kicks to which we have submitted with a 
wry smile. 


JBut we haven't learned enough yet to 


alter our course. 


'ANOTHER NORRIS AMENDMENT 


• Senator Norris is likely to go down in 


' history as the Great Amender of our con- 


stitution. It is a worthy title. 


The Nefaraskan has now submitted a 


proposed amendment for the purpose of 


. simplifying the process of amendment it- 


self. 


At the present time our federal con- 


stitution can only be changed by a pro- 
posed amendment first receiving approval 
by each house of congress to the extent 
of a two-thirds vote; then it must be rat- 
ified by three-fourths of the states, the 
ratification to be either by state legisla- 
tures of referendums in the nature of con- 
ventions as may be decided by congress. 
The amendment erasing prohibition was 
the only one ever secured by a refer- 
endum. 


The new Norris proposal is aimed at 


simplifying and making direct this proc- 
ess of amendment, meanwhile preserving 
every virtue of the present provision. 


The senator would keep the present 


requirement of a two-thirds vote of ap- 
proval in each branch of congress but he 
would eliminate state legislatures from 
voting approval or disapproval for each 
state and put that authority directly in the 
people by referendum. This is an excel- 
lent idea dictated by the reasoned proc- 
esses of experience. Experience has taught 
that members of a state legislature are 
elected by a variety of causes of such in- 
tricate pattern that they have no direct 
connection in many cases with the popu- 
lar will. 


Moreover, the constitution is the sacred 


personal property of every individual. 
Altering it is the one thing, above all other 
things, that should be determined by ref- 
erendum. It might reasonably be argued 
that it is the only legitimate place in our 
representative form of government for a 
referendum. 


But Senator Norris would reduce the 


number of states whose approval is nec- 
essary to obtain an 
amendment from 


three-fourths to two-thirds. As the nation 
is now constituted 13 states can prevent 
an amendment 
Under the Norris pro- 


posal it would require 17 states to turn 
the amendment down.

SAVIOR OF THE SOUTH? 


The Container Corporation of America 


has just opened up in Florida the first 
unit of a $9,000,000 pulp mill. 


That news item of course means that 


one of America's large corporations with 
a plentiful supply of science at its call is 
turning to southern pine as a fruitful 
source of supply. 


Heretofore, though on a much smaller 


scale, announcement has been made of the 
building in the south of plants limited to 
the manufacture of newsprint using for 
that purpose southern wood grown on thin 
southern soil and heretofore considered 
next to worthless. 


We can hardly continue to look upon 


these ventures as experimental. They ap- 
pear to presage a natural reawakening of 
the industrial south and the extensive 
use of now depleted farm lands and erod- 
dcd hillsides as extensive groves of the 
fast growing slash pine. 


Men thoroughly conversant with the 


south's problems, speaking at the dedica- 
tion ceremonies of this pulp mill, estima- 
ted that these and collateral industries 
will bring a turnover to the south of near- 
ly a billion dollars a year if they are but 
given their natural opportunity to grow 
and develop. To complete that picture we 
will be turning a pauperized population 
largely made up of tenant farmers draw- 
ing a bare subsistence from landlords into 
a group obtaining cash for their pine 
crops, with money in the bank, shoes on 
their feet and clothes on their backs. 


We should inquire further as to the 


cause of these great possibilities. We 
should look at untrammcled science work- 
ing long hours to free America from the 
Canadian paper yoke. We should observe 
great companies with forward looking and 
thinking executives setting aside each year 
the necessary millions to keep costly ex- 
periments active, hiring the brightest 
graduates of technological and scientific 
schools and paying them good wages over 
long periods to bring active brains into 
the ceaseless work of experiment. And 
we must observe, too, a system of gov- 
ernment under which freedom of action- 
is given its greatest possible sway and 
hope of material reward is not altogether 
suffocated. 


NO PANAY FOR WARSAW 


The Polish censor has forbidden films 


showing.the sinking of the Panay by Jap- 
anese airplanes on the Yangtze recently. 


It was said that the films "might raise 


unfriendly sentiment against a friendly 
nation." 
And the view was also ad- 


vanced that a victory for Japan over 
China was more in keeping with Polish 
hopes. 


Poland preserves the outward sem- 


blance of a democracy but that is about 
all. Yet the line of reasoning indulged in 
by a people who fought so heroically for 
150 years to obtain their own freedom is 
strange. No one can criticize Warsaw for 
taking sides in the Asiatic struggle. Ev- 
eryone docs that. But the thought that 
a nation must seditiously cultivate among 
her people support for every notion that 
comes into rulers' heads, and irrespective 
of the remoteness of the struggle or the 
problems, is raising a citizenry at once ef- 
fete and mentally helpless. 


The Polish censor apparently wants to 


show no picture of the Asiatic war except- 
ing one that makes the Japs into heroes 
and the Chinese into devils. 


There isn't anything particularly im- 


portant to America in this situation ex- 
cept that it is so funny.

BILL OF RIGHTS 


According to the president, "the governmen 


of the United States refuses to forget that th 
bill of rights was put into the Constitution no 
only to protect minorities against intolerance o 
majorities, but to protect majorities against th 
enthronement of minorities." The president s 
stated in his address commemorating the 1501 
anniversary of the signing of the Constitution 
This is. of course, his construction of the pur 
pose of the bill of rights. If he so believes, it i 
his privilege, and as president it may be hi 
duty, to inform the country of his view. 


But had that view been mentioned as .... 


Constitution was being signed 150 years ago 
the signers would not have been impressed 
For there was no bill of rights in the Constitu 
tion as they signed it. And there was no bill « 
rights for the reason that when Gerry and Ma 
son. delegates, proposed that a bill of rights be 
inserted, Sherman, a delegate, argued that "the 
state declarations of rights arc not repealed by 
the Constitution: and being in force are suffi- 
cient." The motion of Gerry and Mason was 
thereupon unanimously defeated. The delegates 
had five days in which to reconsider that ac- 
tion, but they did not take the question up 
again. 


These delegates were vitally interested in 


protecting both minorities and majorities. They

MOUTH BREATHING 


The old Quaker (?) formula for 


graceful carriage or posture 
was 


this: "Hold up thy head, hold up thy 
chin; thy chest out and thy stomach 
in." More poetry than truth in that. 


Boy or girl, man or woman will 


acquire a better posture by holding 
up the crown of the head, as tho 
carrying a weight on the head or 
trying to touch an imaginary ceil- 
ing, and holding IN the chin, as tho 
trying to keep the chin inside a high 
stiff collar, and forgetting about the 
chest and the "stomach"—prudish 
for belly. 


But old errors like that cling in 


the lay mind simply because they 
are old. Likewise many laymen har- 
bor a notion that mouth breathing 
is always wrong or abnormal. 


Anyone running a race, fighting, 


climbing a mountain or swimming 
should breathe thru the mouth. It is 
only while at rest that the breath- 
ing should be entirely thru the nose. 
During any violent exertion a heal- 
thy person must breathe thru the 
mouth in order to get enough oxy- 
gen to satisfy the greatly increased 
demand of the muscles, the skeletal 
muscles and the heart muscle. It is 
impossible to get sufficient air by 
breathing thru a normal nose under 
these circumstances. 


Ordinary, quiet breathing thru the 


nose is better than mouth breathing 
because in passing thru the nasal 
chambers the air is (a) warmed to 
more nearly body temperature or 
cooled if it be hot air, (b) cleansed 
of dust particles which are caught in 
the normal mucus secretion of the 
nasal membrane, (c) conditioned as 
to humidity.

trophy and tonsil hypertrophy arc 
common causes of mouth breathing. 
In children however, it is well toj 


cold weather cause complications or 
after-effects.

stead it was only a fictitious pay- 
roll. But at any rate the voucher 
went through the department' of 
the interior. 


The next hurdle was higher. The 


war department handled all the 
CCC money. So Stiteley wrote a 
letter to the war department dis- 
bursing 
agent 
asking 
that the 


checks for his fictitious foreman 
be 
delivered to Stiteley. It bore 


the forged name of the park super- 
intendent. 


The war department disbursing 


clerk 
handed him the 15 checks 


and 
the 
party was on. Stiteley 


cashed them at local banks, coun- 
ter-indorsing them with his own 
name. 
Ultimately 
he opened a 


brokerage account and lost about 
$9.000 in the market; 


His 
salary 
was only $2,300 a 


year, but he bought a home and 
paid 
about 
56,000 
on it in 13 


months. He threw parties at local 
hotels, 
one costing $275 and an- 


other $100. He bought a car and 
last spring paid freight to have it 
shipped to Florida and back. 


The scheme brought him about 


$78,000 
in the three years—bet- 


ter pay than the Vice President 
gets. The loss never showed up be- 
cause 
Stiteley kept the phoney 


vouchers out of the regular file. 


Ultimately, 
Stiteley 
sought to 


extend his activities to a CCC camp 
which was outside the park ser-, 
vice. He got $6.000 from that and 
another $13,000 from the bureau of 
public roads in the department of 
agriculture, witnesses testified, all 
through manipulation of CCC pay- 
rolls. 


Just who caught up with him is 


not clear. But when Stiteley sus- 
pected he was caught, he left the 
office and went home.

sons be allied with the Socialists: 
the idealists who profess to see a 
degeneration of the party ideals, a 
subordination of liberalism to poli- 
tical cxpendiency, and a domination 
of the party by a machine clique 
steered by Governor LaFollette's 
secretariat. 


One of the things which is almost 


certain to increase the friction al- 
ready existing is the matter of 1938 
party candidates. Rumors, whether 
authentic or not. have been widely 
disseminated that the executive of- 
fice is picking men for the choice 
posts.

ers, and the source of milady's furs. 


A rough and ready Indian fighter 


and 
southern Wisconsin miner, 


Henry Dodge, was governor of Wis- 
consin Territory, for it was a de- 
cade before Wisconsin came of age 
and joined the union of States. 


On a bleak, cold day in January. 


1838. three members of the council 
of the Territory of Wisconsin re- 
ported for passage by the council 
Bill number 99. Without debstc, the 
council resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole, immediately 
considered the bill, approved slight 
amendments in two sections, and 
•then passed it unanimously. A few 
days later the Territorial House 
of Representatives concurred in the 
measure, sent it to Governor Dodge, 
who signed it into law. 


Thus was born the University of 


Wisconsin, which in the century 
since has become Wisconsin's big- 
gest educational 
plant, enrolling 


now almost 11,000 young men and 
women, and counting among its 
graduates leaders in all fields of 
modern life all over the world. Bill 
number 99 was to establish the Uni- 
versity of the Territory of Wis- 
consin near Madison, 
the capital 


of the territory. In fact, however, 
the university did not actually begin 
functioning until after Wisconsin 
became a state, enrolling its first 
class in 1S50. 


Notes on Education

The period for the filing of in- 


come-tax returns covering the cal- 
endar year 1937 began January 1 
and ends at midnight of March 15. 
1938. 
To file early is of mutual 


benefit to the Government and the 
taxpayer. Within this period are 
filed annually millions of individ- 
ual income-tax returns, a large pro- 
portion 
of which report income 


.subject to the tax. The latter con- 
| tain a considerable percentage of 
' errors, which if uncorrected by the 
audit would result to the disadvan- 
tage of the taxpayer. Many are er- 
rors of computation easily discover- 
ed on the face of the return, which 
usually is accompanied by a pay-

ment of more than the amount of 
tax due. In other returns it is read- 
ily discernible that the taxpayer 
has failed to take advantage of the 
personal exemption, credit allowed 
for dependents, or deductions from 
gross income to which he is en- 
titled. 


To avoid these and other errors, 


the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
urges careful reading of the in- 
structions accompanying the forms 
for filing the returns. Additional 
information, if needed, may be ob- 
tained at the office of a collector of 
internal revenue, deputy, collector, 
or an 
internal revenue agent in 


charge. Taxpayers who apply to 
revenue officers for assistance in 
preparing returns should 
bring 


'.vith them a copy of th«ir prior 
year return.

West made what appeared from 


his hand the best opening lead, 
namely, the singleton heart. Dum- 
my's ten was played and East, for 
BO reason under the sun, put up his 
ace. East, of course, could count all 
thirteen hearts. That he should have 
jgiven up control at the first trick 
is hard to understand. Declarer 
ruffed and laid down the ace of dia- 
monds, then a low diamond to the 
lang. The king, queen, and jack 
of hearts permitted the discard of 
declarer's three spades. The club 
jack then was led and the queen 
gobbled up. East was permitted to 
ruff the ten with his lack cf trump, 
but the rest of the tricks then were 
declarer's since West's nine of clubs 
easily could be ruffed away. 
. Had East properly conserved his 
heart ace at the first trick, declar- 
er. who, of course, could not dream 
that the heart suit was divided so 
fantastically, would have discard- 
ed a spade ;:nd then, undoubtedly 
•would have led the heart king 
through East. The latter should, of 
course, duck for the second time. 
Declarer would throw a spade and 
JWest would ruff returning a spade. 
The king would win for the de- 
fenders' second trick, and now a 
3ow heart would put declarer in 
serious difficulties. To ruff with 
an honor would establish a sure 
trump trick for East, and also em- 
barrass declarer in the establish- 
ment of his club suit. To ruff low 
would be to concede West's eight 
of trumps. Thus, East's inexcusable 
play of the heart ace cost the de- 
fenders at least two tricks and a 
great many points.

Parental Discipline is 


Based on Responsibility 


BY ANGELO FATRI 


"Isn't there some way by which parents can get together and decide 


upon rules that all will accept and so save some of us the eternal wail. 
•John's mother let's him—Mary's mother says it is all right. Jean's father 
let's him.' and so forth?" 


No, there is no such pleasant road to peace. It may be quite all right 


for John to drive a car and quite all wrong for Jean, although both are 
seniors in high school. It may be perfectly reasonable for one girl to use 
a latchkey and quite out of the question for another girl to have any such 
liberty. 


Parental decisions are based on the character and nature of the child in 


question. No two of them are alike in the beginning. No two ever grow at 
the same rate, physically or mentally, nor in the same directions. The 
differences are individual, and the parental decisions made for their safety 
and welfare must be individual. 


It is best to get rid of the common notion at the start. Most parents think 


that they have to "treat them all alike." They need not and should not do 
anything of the kind. Any attempt to treat a family of children alike, by 
giving each the same privileges, denying each the same pleasures is 
bound to come to disaster. Each 
must be treated according to his 
stale of growth and development. 
What one can do easily another 
cannot do at all. It is best to under- 
stand that and have the children 
understand that, at the start. 


A general tone can be set by the 


family and community. This in- 
volves principles of behavior. Cer- 
tain things are not done. These are 
things that permit of no argument: 
drinking while driving for exam- 
ple, and others not necessary to 
mention. But the details such as at 
what age a young person shall have 
a key, drive a car, go out nights 
without check, live independently

To pass through the Suez canal, 


I boarded the S. S. Rawalpindi. We 
shall finish the passage in about 15 
hours, then shall pass the port city 
known as Suez. Later this cteamer 
will carry me down the Red sea 
and across the Indian ocean to In- 
dia and Ceylon.

It was impossible to believe that 


she was there, whenever I looked 
away from her.

In the fantastic dream \\hich is 


my memory of Bahngong, Christine 
Forrester stands out as more actu- 
al than any other thing. Plainly I 
can hear the weird battle cry of the 
Malays, and smell the burning nipa 
thatch, and watch the silky nerve- 
edging smile of the Rajah .Mantus- 
cn offering lies more deadly than 
his kris. But those things, and not 
the English girl, arc what seem un- 
real. 


As she sat that day. under the 


awning of the afterdeck, the pic- 
ture of her is very clear. I see the 
little pulse in her throat, and the 
grave steadiness of her eyes, and 
her slim straight fingers. She re- 
mains as real as the tarred deck 
seams, or the scent of ginger blos- 
soms from over the flat salt \\atcr. 


At first, though, 
her presence 


was bewildering. Two years in Asi- 
atic waters had accustomed me to 


many things. When you are new 
out there it is very hard to realize 
that so much of the world can re- 
mam so little known, to a London- 
er o. a Glouccslerman, that part of 
the Pacific is a full 10,000 miles 
fiom home, and you. are shocked to 
find that you can trade tinfoil to a 
Dyak because he wants to use it 
in decorating a human skull. 


But presently you begin to see 


reasons. The Pacific is a big place, 
with more than 30,000 islands in 
one great belt which swings a good 
3,000 miles across the South Seas. 
And the simple 
fact is that we 


have known nothing of this vast 
maze because we have not realized 
until lately that there was anything 
there to steal. I got used to the idea 
that there aie who'c groups of is- 
lands where it is unsafe for any 
vessel to go; and even those islands 
lost their strangeness when they 
became the fabric of my life. 


But now the presence of an Eng- 


lish girl very actually drinking tea 
in the bay of Balingong brought all 
that first strangeness back. Here 
were two exact!;- opposite worlds, 
set side by side, and it did not 
seem possible 
that both of them 


could be. 


Baffled 


James Clyde, my uncle, showed

WHO OWNS OUR RIVERS?

EGALLY, there is no property 
in water. An individual or a 
corporation may own land on 


both sides of a stream, and even the 
bed. but the same private owner- 
ship does not include the water. 
This principle is recognized by wa- 
ter companies, whose charges arc 
for service in delivering water, not 
for the water itself. Any ownersnip 
is vested in the state and the Na- 
tion, and from both a legal and mor- 
al standpoint, the control of water 
is and should be public, not private.

Of all natural re- 
sources, none has been so wantonly 
neglected, exploited and prostituted 
to the interests of special groups. 
Rarely has a governmental agency 
protected the public's interests in 
water against private exploitation 
unless forced to by an aroused pub- 
lic demand. In fact two

in Madison. "Wisconsin, on a tech- 
nicality under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law relating to price-fixing 


What the oil men did, they did 


originally under 
the 
encourage- 


ment of the department of the in- 
terior, presided over by Secretary 
Harold Ickes. Everything that the 
oil executives did was known to 
the federal 
government prior to 


June. 
1935. when the first com- 


plaint was lodged with the depart- 
ment of justice—this was a month 
after the 1CRA codes were invali- 
dated by the supreme court. 


Nor a single suggestion that the 


oil men were violating the anti- 
trust law& or warning to stop was 
given them by the department of 
the interior, with which they were 
cooperating earnestly to stabilize 
price wars in the oil fields. A let- 
ter, which is now a matter of pub- 
lic record, was written by Secre- 
tary Ickes to the oil men which ad- 
vises them frankly to cut out the 
price wars and get together. 


Department at Odds 


The gossip is that the interior 


department and the department of 
justice 
have 
been 
for 
several 


months at 
loggerheads over the 
case and that Secretary Ickes re- 
cently placed at the disposal of the 
defense counsel in Madison all the 
records and 
data that he could 


•without himself becoming involved 
as a partisan of the defense cause. 


There's one man 
who 
knows 


more about the legal aspects of 
this 
whole proceeding from the 


standpoint of what the oil execu- 
tives did than anybody else in the 
picture, and he is Charles Fahy, 
now general counsel for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board, but, 
previous 
to that assignment, he 


was counsel for the petroleum ad- 
ministrative board, created in the 
anterior department by Mr. Ickes 
to handle the oil problem. Next to 
him. Secretary Ickes can speak— 
the public is entitled to know their 
views on this strange proceeding, 
though courtesy to another gov- 
ernment department probably will 
keep them silent. 


The oil executives had no inten- 


tion of violating any law. Certain- 
ly today, as they and their families 
bear the odium of publicity given 
to convictions in a federal court, 
it is a far cry from the spirit and 
atmosphere which prevailed when 
they sat down with Mr. Fahy and 
government officials to work out 
and adjust the situation in what 
was then described as the market- 
ing of "distress" gasoline. 


Fair Play 


If these executives have violated 


the law on a technicality, and 
their counsel tried strenuously to 
prove to the jury that it was not 
even a 
technical 
violation, the 


question 
of 
fair play arises, be- 


cause 
the department of justice 


and the department of interior are 
both directly responsible to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and he could have 
reconciled the differences between 
these departments and settled the 
case without allowing technicalities 
to rule. Certainly, the 
president 


had an opportunity, ever since the 
date of 
indictments — December. 


1936—to eliminate 
the 
criminal 


proceedings against the individuals 
and let the effort to enjoin the oil 
companies through civil proceed- 
ings be the way of bringing about 
an 
adjustment of the conflicting 
issues. 


But the president did not do so. 


He permitted the indictments to I 
be brought and to stand against' 
men -Aho cooperated with his o\vn ! 
administration. 
Under such cir- ' 


cumstances, doe1; any business man 
in America today dare to take the ' 
risk of that informal cooperation ' 
which might be called price medi- ' 
ation or price adjustment in con- 
ference \\ith poxernment officials? 
Not lone ago. Mr. Roosevelt pro- i 
posed such a plan at his press con- 
ference, 
i 


Business men v.ill look askance 


now at any such conferences, for 
they may lay themselves open to • 
possible criminal indictments. Even > 
the assurance by a cabinet officer' 
or a government department that 
there will be no prosecution appar- 
ently cannot be accepted as a guar-' 
antee of immunity. 


Immunity Assurance 


The only assurances of immunity 


that a citizen may really rely upon 
are those in which he violates the 
Federal Corrupt Practices act by 
purchasing Democratic campaign • 
books with the presidents au.to-, 
graph thereon. This is a plain viola-! 
lion of the law. 
but the depart-' 


ment of justice, with the approval r 
of President Roosevelt," will" con-,' 
done these so-called "technical" vi- 
olations because they bring money 
into the Democratic 
campaign 
chest. No more flagrant case of im- 
morality in the conduct of govern- 
ment could be cited; but not a sin- 
gle indictment 
has ever 
been 


brought 


So far as principle is concerned, 


there isn't the slightest difference 
between one federal law and any 
other. The violator can be hauled 
before a grand jury and, after *

privilege of licking the pans:" 


case as prepared by aggressive gov- 
ernment prosecutors who narrow 
the issue to a technicality, the jury 
has no choice but to listen to the 
charge that a law has actually been 
violated. They cannot take into ac- 
count all the extenuating circum- 
stances surrounding the coopera- 
tion of government and business 
v.-hich the department of interior 
encouraged, for instance, in respect 
to the oil industry. The jury can 
only look at the law literally and 
the evidence literally. 


Proof of this attitude can be got- 


ten from reading the proceedings 
on the long struggle which the oil 
defense had in trying to get into 


the record a copy of the Ickes let- 
ter. Government counsel fought this 
strenuously—they didn't want the 
jury to consider anything but the 
technical result of the work of the 
committee of business men appoint- 
ed originally at the behest of the 
department of the intenor. 


Won't Know Rules 


Surely, business progress i\ ill not 


be helped by what has happened, 
because business men can rightful- 
ly say they do not know what the 
rules are. The anti-trust laws have 
been variously interpreted by ju- 
dicial decisions and by the depart- 
ment of justice itself.

who was chief counsel for the oil 
men, was an assistant attorney gen- 
eral in the department of- justice 
a decade ago, and he advocated a 
policy of letting business men come 
to the department, 
state frankly 


what they planned to do, and learn 
whether what they had in mind 
was a violation of law. 


This policy was never 
accepted 


by the succeeding administrations. 
So a business man who wants to 
comply with the laws on the ex- 
change of information relative to 
existing surpluses or on market 
conditions does not know how far 
he really can go, and the only way 
he can find out is to take a risk— 
and. if it lands him in jail, well, the 
government 
says, "It's just too 


bad. we can't help it." 
' The manifest unfairness of such 
tactics is not a stimulus to public 
confidence nowadays in time of 
business recession. The business 
man who goes to Washington to 
talk with any government officials, 
therefore, should familiarize him- 
self, or through his attorneys, with 
what happened in the oil cases if 
he wants to keep his family name 
from being besmirched by a pos- 
sible conviction in a federal court 
vhich usually takes years to erase. 
And when innocence of criminal 
wrongdoing is finally established, 
the lona interval in between has us- 
ually done damage to individual 
reputations that is beyond repair.
